THE BEGINNING 

Elvis Presley's parents were poor. They 
couldn't afford the bicycle that 12-year-old 
Elvis wanted, so his mother bought a cheap 
guitar instead. The boy had always been 
interested in music; he sang in church and 
ће а even won а singing contest. But as ће 
years went by he decided that he'd earn 
his living as an electrician, so when he was 
18, he began driving a truck for a Memphis 
electric company. 

One day in 1953, the young truck driver 
took his guitar and went into а small re- 
cording studio where you could cut a rec- 
ord for four dollars. The record was to be a 
gift юг his mother, Midway through the first 
song, a secretary turned on a tape recorder 
because she was impressed by this kid with 
the long hair. Soon after that, а local record 
manufacturer, Sam Phillips, heard it and he 
too was impressed. Phillips released Elvis' 
first record, Thats All Right, Mama, a 
year later. 

It took two more years before Elvis was 
ready to hit ће big time. Не hooked up with 
Colonel Tom Parker, a sharp businessman 
who is said to have painted sparrows yel- 
low so he could sell them as canaries. 
Parker realized that Elvis was something 
special. 

Elvis had impressed many southern audi- 
ences with his powerful rocking songs and 
his wild movements on stage. Even before 
he had a national hit, there were riots, 
where screaming girls battled to get close 
to the stage. 

In 1956 the rest of the country screamed 
as Elvis sang, "You ain't nothing but a 
hound dog!" "Hound Dog" was only one 
of many million sellers he had that year. 
Television offers arrived by the score. First, 
it was for $1500; a few months later he was 
paid $7500. There was Elvis, with his slicked 
back hair, his pink shirt and sports jacket, 
and tight black pants singing about “Heart- 
break Hotel." Then Ed Sullivan called. Elvis 
was hot. The Colonel wanted $50,000 for 
three appearances. He got it. In а day when 


fewer people had TVs, 54 million viewers 
tuned in to see Elvis. But the camera only 
snowed him from the waist up. The network 
said his hip-swincing moves were too dar- 
ing for TV! In fact most straight critics didn't 
appreciate Elvis at all. “He can't last,” they 
said. Angry citizens groups denounced him 
for his wild dancing on stage. Once, local 
officials and police ordered him not to move 


as he sang, for fear of starting a teen -riot. 





Elvis was worth millions by 1957. The 
Colonel sold thousands of glossy pictures 
of Elvis and Elvis T-shirts. Stuffed Hound 
Dogs, Elvis charm bracelets, and other me- 
mentos were selling faster than his records. 
Elvis was now a movie star too. He had 
starred in three films. Although a critic said 
Elvis looked like a cross between a goldfish 
апа a sausage, and had the acting ability 
of the sausage, the fans loved the movies. 
They flocked to see Elvis sing a few songs 
and win the hearts of the beautiful starlets 
with whom he shared the screen. 


GREETINGS FROM UNCLE SAM! 


Elvis was now a very rich man. He bought 
a mansion which had a swimming pool, а 
movie theater, and high walls to keep out 
the many fans who slept outside waiting for 
а glimpse of their idol. 

He moved his parents into his mansion 


and bought the first of his many pink Cadil- 


јап ооу 






lacs and his $10,000 gold lame suits. He had 


so many cars that he began giving them 
away to his friends. 

Elvis had just appeared in his fourth 
movie, King Creole, when some startling 
news arrived. The Army had drafted Elvis. 
The Colonel advised Elvis to become a reg- 
ular soldier rather tham а USO special per- 
former. So on March 24, 1958, Elvis Presley 
received the most famous haircut in Ameri- 
can history. As flashbulbs popped, an Army 
barber clipped off Еуіѕ long sideburns апа 
his long hair, leaving nothing but a crew 
cut. From that day till 1960, Elvis was out of 
action. But the Colonel wasn't. He had a 


while Elvis was off in the Army. He stayed 
оп top as record after record reached the 
number one spot. There was no doubt—he 
was the most popular soldier in ће world. 


In 1960, Elvis returned ready to take over - 


where he had left off. But Elvis and the 
times had changed. Even though he had 
а string ој number опе hits, and his movie 
G.I. Blues broke box office records, the 
tans and critics all sensed that the wild 
rock-and-rolling Elvis had mellowed. He 
began singing more ballads and became 
а crooner. 

Elvis continued making movies through- 
out the sixties, but he stopped doing public 
appearances. The rock and roll scene had 
given way to the Beatles and Bob Dylan. 
Although Elvis was still a box office winner, 
his popularity began to fade а bit. 





backlog of Elvis records which he released 


Elvis didn't smoke or drink. He always 
has been and still is a very religious person. 
His one temptation was food. Elvis began 
to put on weight and attempts to lose it 
didn't work. His movies showed a chubbier 
Elvis. His hair was getting gray. 

Elvis seemed doomed to be part of rock 
and roll history, ап oldie but a goodie. Then 
ће сате out of hiding. He made another hit 
single and then he made his first personal 
appearance in seven years. He played Las 
Vegas and was paid a quarter of a million 
dollars. His 1973 special, Aloha from Elvis 
іп Hawaii, was broadcast by satellite to all 
corners of the globe. Elvis was back! 


ELVIS NOW 


Elvis turned 40 on Jan. 6, 1975. The years 
of rocking and rolling have taken their toll. 
He has been ill, and he still has a weight 
problem. But his millions of fans still think 
ће 5 number one. And a whole generation 
of people who were too young in the fifties 
have discovered him in the seventies. Even 
the music critics have come around. They 
realize that Elvis opened the door for the 
Beatles, Bob Dylan, and the rock stars of 
today. He changed the outlook of an entire 
generation of young people. His rise from 
a Memphis truck driver to the most popular 
entertainer in history is one-of the most 
spectacular in show business. Elvis may 
have to share the spotlight with the music 
superstars of today, but he is still the King 
of Rock and Roll. Long Live the King!

Hey, what's happening? This is Magic 
Wanda again with more monthly magic. To 
do this month's trick, you'll need a piece of 
heavy paper, like construction paper, a 
piece of rope or thick string about three feet 
long, and a pair of scissors. 


THE EFFECT 


First let the audience examine the rope 
and paper so they know nothing has been 
doctored. You'll fold down both ends of the 
paper with the rope between the folds, mak- 
ing a packet enclosing the rope except for 
the ends which fall to either side. Next you 
grasp the ends of the rope one at a time and 
pull each one. Say to the audience: Тће 
ends of the rope must be even in order for 
this trick to work." After а few pulls, you'll 
take the scissors and snip the paper in half 
with the rope inside. But when you pull the 
rope out it will be in one piece! 


THE SECRET 


This trick sounds complicated but it's 
really easy. First you fold the paper as 
shown in photo #1 with flap A being a 
bit wider than flap C. Lay the rope in the 
crease along flap C. Fold down flap A. Now 
take the center of the rope and make a little 
loop like photo #2. Fold down flap C over 
the rope. Be sure to hold the loop in place 
with your left thumb as shown. You can now

show both sides of the paper to the audi- 
ence, since the secret loop is hidden by flap 
C (photo #3). Now as you pull the ends of 
the rope with your right hand, you ll say it's 
to even the ends. Actually you ll be pushing 
the loop you made upwards with your left 
thumb. The loop should come up easily 
(photo #4). Now move your left hand so you 
can grasp the paper as shown in photo 
#5. Take the scissors in your right hand and 
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slip one blade in between the paper and the 
rope.

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How would you like to travel 7,000 miles 
from your home and live in a foreign coun- 
try for seven months? And how would you 
like to be in an historic movie with such big 
stars such as Elizabeth Taylor and Cicely 
Tyson? Sounds pretty exciting, right? Well, 
that's exactly what happened to 11-year-old 
Todd Lookinland. Todd is one of the stars of 
a new movie called The Blue Bird. And 


what makes this story even more interesting 
is that the film was made in the Soviet Union 
—the first movie ever made by Russians 
and Americans working together. 

Last summer, Dynamite flew to Russia 
to talk to Todd and to watch the filming of 
The Blue Bird. As soon as we arrived in the 
city of Leningrad, we knew that we had to 
be thousands of miles from home. The city 
just didn't look like an American city. There 
were very few people or cars on the streets. 
Everything was spotlessly clean. There 
were no billboards, no neon signs, no big 
store windows. We couldn't read any of the 
street signs because they were written in 
the Russian alphabet. It was like being in a 
different world, and we wondered how a 
kid from California adjusted to this new 
world. 

"It's been very interesting," Todd told us. 
"But language has been а real problem. if 
I could speak Russian, I'd be able to watch 
TV, listen to the radio, and read magazines 
and books. But since I can't do any of those 
things, it's been a little boring. I have been 
to all the museums here, and they re really 
great. But I'm really homesick. My mother is 
here with me. But my father, my brother and 
sister, and my friends are all back home. 

"We had a short break in the filming, so 
my mother and I went home to California. 
I went to school, but naturally no one did 
any work that day. All we did was talk 
about Russia and my experiences. I brought 
some books and a Russian alphabet to show 
the class. But the thing that amazed them the 
most was the Russian bathroom tissue | 
brought back!" (Russian bathroom tissue 
looks and feels like the brown paper they 
use for shopping bags in the U.S.) 

"One thing is just the same in Russia as 
in the U.S.," Todd told us. “Movie making. 
It's the same long, boring process." Why is 
it boring? "Because its mostly waiting 
around, Todd explained. "You have to 
wait for the lights to be set up, wait for the 
cameras, wait for the makeup to be 
changed and the microphones adjusted. It 
all takes a really long time. 


“When you make a movie, you film one 
tiny section at a time. You might spend a 
whole day, and just film two lines of a script. 
And even then it might not be the way the 
director wants it." 

We had to stop talking with Todd. He was 
needed on the set. We watched as he and 
his co-star, Patsy Kensit, worked on a scene 
with Elizabeth Taylor and Cicely Tyson. 
The Blue Bird is sort of a fairy tale. In the 
scene we watched, Elizabeth Taylor plays 
Light, a kind of good fairy. She was using 
magic to turn the cat (Cicely Tyson) into a 
human being. Todd and Patsy are supposed 
to look really surprised when they see the 
cat become human. The director had them 
look surprised again and again. They did 
it at least ten times. Each time the cameras 
had to be set up again, and the director had 
to scream out, “Lights! Camera! Action!” 
Each time they did it, Todd and Patsy had 
to make it look as if they were surprised for 
the first time. 

Between the takes (thats what you call 
each ту ata scene), we had plenty of time 
to look around the set. It was a small set, and 
people were crowded around in small can- 
vas folding chairs. They were whispering 
quietly to each other. Once in a while, some- 
one would raise his voice. George Cukor,

is 80 years old and doesn't look very strong

On another part of the set, Cicely Tyson 
talked with her secretary and cuddled her 
dog, who had made the trip to Russia with 
her. Elizabeth Taylor stood under the lights 
so that the Russian wardrobe woman could 
adjust the costume she was wearing. 





Elizabeth Taylor plays Todd’s mother, the character 
called Light, and an evil witch. 


While he was waiting, Todd read 
Dynamite. "Boy, it's been a long time since 
I've seen one of these!” he said. Then he 
told us more about the film. The Blue Bird 
has a pretty weird story," he said. "It's about 
these two kids who go out to search for the 
blue bird of happiness. They have a lot of 
strange adventures along the way. Its a 
lot like The Wizard of Oz. I think kids will 
like it. Some parts are very funny. And there 
are a lot of songs and dances. 

"Being here in Russia is a once-in-a-life- 
time experience,’ Todd said. “I got to see 
things that most kids never get to see. I'd 
really like to come back to Russia some day. 
But right now, I want to go home. 

You know at the end of the movie, the 
character I play finds out that the blue bird 
of happiness is in his own back yard. Right 
about now, I'd say that was really true for 
me too!"
